HOUSE BILLS ON FIRST READ­
ING. 

The following House bills, intro­
duced today, were laid before the 
House, read severally first time, and 
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referred to the appropriate commit­
tees, as follows: 

By Mr. Burns of McCulloch and Mr. 
Petsch: 

H. B. No. 10, A bill to be entitled 
"An Act amending House bill No. 
1036 passed by the Regular Session 
of the Forty - second Legislature, 
Chapter 187, page 374, Acts of the 
Forty-second Legislature, prescribing 
the kind of tackle and method of tak­
ing fish in certain fresh waters in cer­
tain counties and prohibiting all other 
tackle; prohibiting possession of any 
tackle not authorized by this act 
within two hundred yards of any fresh 
waters mentioned herein; exempting 
the waters of the Colorado and Rio 
Grande Rivers from the provision of 
this act prohibiting the sale, offering 
for sale or having in possession for 
the purpose of sale of certain species 
in said counties; providing a closed 
season for a period of time when it 
shall be unlawful to take fresh water 
fish, etc., and declaring an emer­
gency."

such licenses; fixing the fees of each 
kind of license and the amount to be 
retained by the collecting officer; mak­
ing it the duty of hunters to exhibit 
their license; making it unlawful to 
hunt without such license; making 
certain exemptions; providing for a 
penalty for the violations of this ar­
ticle; fixing the effective date of the 
act, and declaring an emergency.''.

body of water of this State; providing 
that salt water may be discharged 
into the tidal waters of this State, and 
that sulphur water, when so treated 
that it is not harmful to aquatic life 
or marine organisms, may be depos­
ited in the tidal waters of this State; 
providing for the enforcement of this 
act, disposition of fines, and fees of 
the arresting officer; and providing 
that it shall be cumulative of all other 
laws on this subject, and declaring an 
emergency.''

RELATIVE TO MINERAL DEPOS­
ITS UNDER RIVER BEDS. 

Mr. Keller offered the following 
resolution: 

Whereas, Under the law in force at 
this time the river beds of this State 
have been withdrawn from the mar­
ket and are not subject to being de­
veloped for the purpose of securing to 
the State of Texas the mineral re­
sources which are located under said 
lands; and 

Whereas, At this time a number of 
such river beds of this State are lo­
cated in the middle of proven and rich 
oil fields; and 

Whereas, By virtue of the natural 
development of said oil fields sur­
rounding such river beds, will natur­
ally result in the complete depletion 
and exhaustion of the oil and gas re­
sources located under the State lands 
in such river beds; and 

Whereas, Such developments and 
conditions will result in enormous 
loss to the public free schools of this 
State and will be directly detrimen­
tal to the entire people of Texas; and 

Whereas, Permitting the present 
conditions to continue is nothing short 
of permitting the appropriation of the 
public minerals of this State to pri­
vate gain. Therefore, be it 

Resolved, That a committee of three 
be appointed by the Speaker of the 
House, who is hereby instructed to 
investigate the situation as the same 
appears in East Texas oil field, to 
confer with parties who are develop­
ing the adjoining properties, with any 
cities that might be interested in the 
resulting river bed development from 
the standpoint of stJ:eam pollution, to 
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report back to the House upon the 
proposition of leasing or whether or 
not arrangements may be executed 
whereby the State of Texas could se­
cure development of such river beds 
by means of contracts with persons 
developing adjoining properties and 
to confer with the Attorney General's 
Department concerning the drawing 
of contracts, the legality thereof, and 
also pertaining to the proposition of 
any bills which might be necessary in 
order to accomplish such purpose as 
would result in preserving for the 
public free schools such minerals.
